Miles. 



FOUR OF THE FLEEING MEN SHOT. 



YBVII.I.K, SAUDIS AJTO MT. OlXTaTT 
TKLRPHONK roMTAKT,

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Several Others May Have Been Wounded, 
bat the Outlaws Escaped from Their 
Pursuers and Have Probably Gone Into 
No Man's Land. 

Arkalon, Kan., Jan. 8. — Deputy 
sheriffs are now scouring the country to 
arrest the men who are supposed to have 
been implicated in the murder of Sheriff 
Dunn. A deputy sheriff brought in 
young Estes at 10 o'clock yesterday 
morning. He was one of the conspira- 
tors who planned the murdering raid of 
Tuesday morning, and his arrest brings 
Into prominence the widespread organi- 
sation formed for murderous purposes. 
He was a sort of chief engineer, making 
plans of the roads about the marked 
rictims' houses, which are said to have 
been presented at the regular meetings 
of the Stevens and Steward County Citi- 
zens' Alliances, and these plans were 
minutely foLowed. Estes' arrest makes 
four reported, and thirty-one more war- 
rants are now out for service. The end 
Is not yet, and every citizen seems to 
feel this, as all are heavily armed evtn 
while pursuing their usual vocations. 
The three alleged arch-conspirators, Mr. 
Wood, J. F. VanVorhees and C. L. Cal- 
vert, although not yet arrested, are 
uuder surveillance. 

Two More Arrests Made. 

Two of the ringleaders of the mob 
who murdered Sheriff Dunn and at- 
tempted to assassinate Judge Botkin ar- 
rived here yesterday afternoon under 
military escort. They are C. Anderson, 
chairman of the Soward county commis- 
sioners, and J. Q. Leach, a fanner re- 
siding two miles north of Springfield. 
All of the prisoners so far are members 
of either the Farmers' or Citizens' Alli- 
ances. The warrants for the murderers 
were issued by an Arkalon justice, and 
as they have to be returned here the 
prisoners are brought here to await their 
preliminary examinations, although the 
county jail is located at Springfield. 
Naturally the complaints would have 
been made before the justice of the 
peace of Springfield, but he is accused of 
being in sympathy with the conspirators, 
and if the men charged with Dunn's 
murder should be brought before him 
he would release them regardless of 
evidence. 

On the other hand the Arkalon justice 
is expected to hold all who are brought 
before him for trial in the district while 
it is generally conceded that under 91 
ing laws no conviction can be had of any 
murder, no matter how cold-blooded, in 
this county. A justice can hold an ac- 
cused man for several months, or till i„ 
has been demonstrated at three separate 
toi uis of court , ihat a jury can not bt 
empanelled. The result is that all anti- 
Botkin men are convinced that an arrest 
or warrant issued by the Arkalon justice 
of the peace means certain imprison 
ment for an indefinite period. The lead 
ers of the coi apirators are now being 
brought in, and it is feared that their 
followers will make a desperate attempt 
to rescue them. 

Should the trouble in this county be 
passed over without further trouble, it 
will doubtless be repeated in the next 
county which Judge Bodkin visits to 
hold court, as it is alleged that the 
secret organization has sworn to kill 
him. 

Fight with Outlaws. 

Trouble was feared when the deputies 
entered Woodsdale yesterday evei ing, 
and it took place just after they reached 
there. So far four men are known to 
have been killed. The desperadoes, 
numbering fiiieen men who had taken 
part in the Canon battle were discovered 
by the posse, encamped in a gulch 
south of Springfield. They had pickets 
out and soon discovered the posse. A 
couple of wagons to which horses were 
hitched, were standing in readiness near 
their camp. Into these vehicles the 
hunted men sprang and started off at a 
killing pace, with the posse, which was 
mounted on horseback, in swift pursuit. 
For ten miles the desperadoes managed 
to keep beyond the range of the Win 
cheaters of their pursuers, but there- 
after the speed maintained began to tell 
on their horses, and the posse succeed- 
ed m getting within rifle shot 

▲ running fight on the level plains 
was then kep' up for over four miles, 
during which three of the outlaws were 
seen to tumb't from their seats in the 
wagon, evidently having been shot. At 
the end of the four mile ran the horses 
of the pursuers became jaded and they 
made a detour of about half a mile to a 
ranch, where they procured fresh horses 
and again started in pursuit. A courier 
started back -villi the news from the 
ranch. He says the pursuing party, 
numbering fourteen men. wi 11 follow 
the desperadoes into No Man's Land, if 
necessary, and bring thorn back dead or 
alive. 

The arrival of another courier is 
anxiously awaited. 

Judge Botkin opened his court yester- 
day morning at Springfield, peace being 
maintained by the military. He ad- 
journed without transacting any busi- 
ness and came at once to Arkalou to at- 
tend the funerals of Sheriffs Dunn and 
Pratt. 

Governor Humphreys' Position. 

Humphreys yesterday Wired Judge Bot 
kin that he would not furnioh arras to 
either faction, but that he had ordered 
the adjutaut general to prevent ail 
movement of aimed men in the counties 
of Seward and Stevens, except state

SEATTLE'S SHAME. 



Slavery FlourUhlng la Its 
nasrst Form. 

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 8.— Tha investi- 
fations which have shown the tldstencf 
»f slavery among the Japanese in Vic- 
toria have been followed with similar 
results in this city. Wednesday the first 
decisive step was taken to stop the im- 
portation of Japanese women for im- 
moral purposeSc 

The United State* authorities learned 
that a man named lth.iki had gone to 
Yokohama about seven months ago and 
purchased three Japanese women of 
their parent for fc'.H) each. He brought 
them to this country, saying thai one 
was ins wife and 'he other two WerS his 
sisters. Ilis ''wifw he left in Sun Fran- 
cisco and his sUters he brought to this 
city. 

All three wore forced to live as fallen 
women, and give nearly all their MTU 
ings to their owner, who merely allowed 
them enough for food and slothing. 
About two weekl ago th» girl from San 
Francisco w»s brought here and placed 
in a house .iear the two others. The 
facts were extorted par''y from the 
women and partly from the owner, and 
the chain oi' "udeiice completed. Ithaki 
has been arrested. 

The Japanese consul has requested the 
aid of the ministerial association here in 
breaking Dp this system of slavery, The 
Christianized Japanese in Seattle say 
that all their countrymen who come to 
the United States as laborers are held in 
subjection by a puwefful secret society 
which, playing 08 their superstitions, 
compels them to pay tribute. About 
fifteen Japanese women in Seattle have 
been sold outright by their parents 
and brought over here by their pur- 
chasers. 

These Japanese women live in the 
part of Seattle known as Whitechapel, 
which everybody coming from the 
Northern Pacific depot, or the steam- 
boat landing passes. Th jj inhabit six 
rows of yellow pine cottages. The rows 
are alxrat one hundred feet long, and 
the little buildings front one another 
and are separated by iHissagew.tys aWiut 
twenty-five feet wide, making three 
short streets. 

The place is a counterpart on a small 
scale of the famous district in Tokio de- 
voted to the habitations of the fallen 
women of th- city. No other American 
city, not even San Francisco, lias the 
counterpart of thin Japanese quarter of 
Seattle. The l»est pople of the town 
have long regarded Whitechapel as a 
crowning disgrace, and on several oc- 
casions they have threatened to rise in 
their might and wipe It out of <-.\istence.

Wasiiinoton, Jan. 8.— In the senate 
yesterday Senator Hill, of New York, 
was sworn in. A number of bills were 
introduced. 

Messrs. Cockrell and others resigned 
from various committees as originally 
agreed, and Mr. Hill was put in their 
place. Mr. Morgan called up the Nicar- 
agua canal matter. Mr. Allen, of 
Washington, advo'iated the construction 
of the canal. Mr. Morgan rose to 
reply. At 1 45 p. m. the senate ad- 
journed until Monday. 

In the hr-ise documents and other 
communications were received and re- 
ferred. On motion of Mr. Springer it 
was decided that when the house ad- 
journed it to be to meet on Monday 
next. 

Mr. Richards, of Tennessee, offered a 
resolution to investigate errors in the 
indexing of the congressional record. 
Adopted. 

Mr. Blount moved a reconsideration

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, moved to lay 
that motion on the table, and both mo- 
tions went over for action at some fu- 
ture time. 

Among the bills introduced was one 
by Eidoe, of Tennessee, to repeal the 
McKinley bill and one by Springer, of 
Illinois, to reclaim the arid lauds of the 
United States by irrigation and provide 
for their settlement under the home- 
stead law. 

After a large number of other bills 
had been introduced the house, at 2:45 
p. m., adjourned until Monday.

Seven Already Heard froan at Few Days 
After Hla Arrest. 

Clbvkland, Jan. 8.— The day after 
Christmas John Anderson, of St. Louis, 
deserted his wife in this city, after 
taking $1 .200 belonging to the woman. 
It was on the wedding trip of the couple 
th«,t this occurred. The bride had for- 
merly been Mrs. Ellen Puroell, of St. 
Louis. 

As soon as the news of his arrest, 
which occurred soon afterward, was 
made public, other wives began to be 
heard from. So far seven women, 
claiming Anderson for a husband, have 
been heard from. The victims reside in 
all sections of the country, California, 
Iowa, Massachusetts, Illinois, New 
York and Missouri having been heard 
from.

:>f English, in thai county, resides a rcp- 
ntable. farmer named Henry F. Taylor, 
and a quarter of a mile from his home 
lives a woman named Mary Hawkins. 
It was suspected that too great an inti- 
macy existed between Taylor and this 
woman, and so the virtuous Crawford 
county White Caps determined to set 
guard on the condnct of the pair. At 
10:80 o'clock Tuesday night, half a doseu 
of the gang were sent to lay in wait at 
at Mrs. Hawkins' place, and soon after 
they saw Taylor enter the honse. They 
reported this information to the balance 
of the gang, who had assembled at throe 
or four miles distance, to be ready for 
action, tin being informed of Taylor's 
presence at Mrs. Hawkins', the night 
riders started for the woman's residence, 
about twenty-five of them being in the 
party. On reaching the house they an- 
cen-iuoiiiously broke open the door and 
entered, discovering, they claim, Taylor 
and Mrs. Hawkins in bad together. By 
this time it was 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 

the White Caps took both Taylor and 
Mrs. Hawkins in their night clothes and 
mounted then upon hones, and riding 

half a mile away, tiiey took Taylor from 
the horse, tied him to a tree, and strip- 
ping off his shirt, gave him fifty-five 
lashes 011 the bare back with long hick- 
ory switches. The man was so savagely 
tortured that he fainted twice during 
the brutal infliction of the blows rained 
ui>on him, and the blood followed every 
lick received from his brutal sesailers. 
Mrs. Hawkins was dismounted and com- 
pelled to stand by and witness Ihe tor- 
ture of her paramour, and leaving Tay- 
lor more dead than alive, still tied to the 
tree, the White Caps took Mi's. Hawkins 
to a creek near by, where they ducked 
her until she was so exhausted that she 
could neither stand nor make outcry. 
They then carried her to her home, on 
the way going buck to where Taylor was 
tied to the tree, and cutting the cords 
and allowing him to (all limp on the 
grouud. 

Mrs. Hawkins had to be carried to her 
home, where she lay Wednesday after- 
noon near death's door f mm exhaustion 
and illness as the result of the almost 
drowning given her in the icy col-' 
water. Taylor managed to crawl to his 
home, going most of the way on his 
hands and knees, suffering from the 
torture and exposure in the cold night. 
Black Caps Will Organise. 

This act of savagery has caused the 
most intense excitement in that part of 
Crawford county where it occurred, 
and it has been determined to form a 
counter organization called the Black 
Caps, for the purpose of taking sum- 
mary vengeance on the White Cap ma- 
rauders, who are defying the laws and 
outraging t' moral sentiment of nine- 
teen-twentieths of the people of Craw- 
ford county. 

ARRIVING ON BOT H SIDES. 

The Strike at Yoakim iirowlng- Very 
Critical. 

San Antonio, Tex., Jan. 8.— Disorder 
among the strikers on the San Antonio 
and Aransas Pass railroad at Yoakim is 
threatened. Captain Lee Hale has been 
there for a week, with a detachment of 
twelve deputy sheriffs. The mayor of 
Yoakim, who is alleged to be in sym- 
pathy with the sinkers, to offset the ef- 
fect of the p. osence of these officers, has 
appointed tk-.iy special police from the 
ranks of the strikers. 

This having been announced to Judpe 
King, of the Forty-fifth district cou.t 
here, -he had fifteen additional sheriffs 
sent to that town.

San Francisco, Jan. 8.— A dispatrh 
from Vallejo gives the details *>f the in- 
vestigation into the assault on the Balti 
more sailors, which began yesterday at 
Mare bland in the presence of Jndga 
Advocate General Ivamy.

Grip.

Cairo, Jan. 8.— The Kli-div • of EffTpt. 
who has been ill some lime with influ- 
enza, died yesterday afternoon. Tlie 
attack of influenza from which he hud 
been suffering developed into 00n (Wtto I 
of the lungs with cardiac affection. 

The succession will go to hi ■ eldest 
■on. The khe 'ive's annual allowance 
wan $.'.00,000. The five great European 
powers have a gre..t deal to say al>ou i 
the management of the affairs of Egypt 

Tewflk Pasha, the Khadlra of Egypt, 
was born Nov. 10, 1858, He was the eldeal 
•on of the late Klu tlive Ismail. Ha suc- 
ceeded to the viccroyiilty of Egypt by a 
decree of the Ottoman empire Aug. 8, 
18110, upon the forced abdication of his 
lather, and received the investiture on 
Aug. 14. Tewflk Pasha is the sixth ruler 
of Egypt in the dynasty of Mohammed 
All Pasha, who was appointed vali, or 
governor, in 1J-00 and who, in 1K41, got the 
»ult an, with the live great powers, to set- 
tle the hereditary principle in his own 
family. 

Tewflk married in January, 1873, the 
Princess Kniinoh, daughter of the late El 
Hamy Pasha, by whom he has t.vo sons 
•nd two daughters. Tewflk Pasha's reign 
is most not a I ile from tl.e insurrection 
headed by Arabi Pasha, winch broke out 
hi September, 1881, with the object of 
compelling Tewflk to I'ismiss his ministry 
and convene a sort of parliament, or as- 
sembly of notables whi.h met early n 
1B82. The aifair of Sept. 8 resulted in th* 
OTerthrow of Riaz Pasha's administra- 
tion, and he was succeeded by Sheriff 
Pasha who, with the khedive in 1882 
•Ailed together the assembly of notables 
and Arabi Piisha was appointed under 
secretary of war. Arabi and the army 
had, however, the monopoly of power and 
hecame substantially dictator. 

This, eventually, caused the British 
government to intervene by armed force, 
The bombardment of Alexandria under a 
fleet commanded by Admiral Sir Heau 
•hump Seymour, July 11, ISttJ, followed 
and subsequently. Arabi Pasha and his 
army were completely routed at Tel-el- 
Kebir by British troops, under the coin 
mand of Gei eral Sir Garnet Wolseley. 
Arabi lied to Cairo, where he surrendered 
to General I), .try Lowe. On Dee. 3, Arabi 
Pasha pleaded guilty to a chur/c of rebel 
lion and was condemned to dent I ; inline 
diately afterward thekl edive commuted 
the sentence to perpetual exile from 
Egypt and its dependencies. Ceylon was 
eventually chosen js the place of banish 
ment, and Arabi Pasha anil other leaders 
ef the rebellion were landed at Colombo, 
Jan. 1(5. Iftf

Paris, Jan. 8.— The death of the Khe- 
dive of Egypt h.is created an enonno..j 
sensation throughout France and par 
ticularly in the city. It is believed that 
France will take this opportunity of *b- 
opening the wliob Egyptian question 
and that she will insist upon the ap- 
pointment, of a regency with a French 
representation in such regency. 

England, it is thought, will probably 
insist that Prince Abbas, ti?3 eldest son 
of the late Khedive, is old enough *o 
reign; or, should England not tako th t 
course, it is inferred that she wdl advo- 
cate the appointment of a council or re- 

Ssncy with Sir Evolyn Baring, the 
ritish agent, consul general and minis- 
ter plenipotentiary in Egypt, as the pre- 
siding officer of such a body. 

It is generally admitted, even here, 
that at this stage of the eastern question 
the influence that the Lite Sir William 
White, the liwt British ambassador to 
the port*, had with the sultan, would 
have been invaluable. In any case the 
situation in the Mediterranean, in Mo- 
rocco and in Egypt is a dangerous one, 
and will need great and fine diplomacy 
to avert a clash of arms.
